EXPLANATORY NOTES ON STATISTICAL DIVISIONS, ETC. 


Further changes, operative from 1 January 1966, were made to the Statistical Divisions etc. of Tasmania. 
However, these latest changes affect only the southern part of the State; their effect is to enlarge and rename the 
Statistical Division containing Hobart and Glenorchy, and to correspondingly diminish the area of the adjacent 
Southern and SE. Statistical Divisions. Details are shown below and illustrated in the map on page 4. 


Statistical Divisions 


Whilst the enlarged Division containing Hobart and Glenorchy has been renamed, the diminished Southern 
and South Eastern Divisions retain the same name. Care should be taken in comparing these Divisions’ figures for 
earlier years with figures for 1966 and later periods. The changed Divisions and their composition are listed below:

Hobart Metropolitan Area 


From | January 1966, this replaces the previous ‘Hobart and Suburbs’ and includes only the continuous area 
of urban development (based on Australia-wide density criteria): thus rural parts of Hobart and Glenorchy and the 
suburbs of Kingston and Blackmans Bay are now excluded. The Hobart Metropolitan Area includes the urban 
portions of Hobart City, Glenorchy City, Taroona south to the Shot Tower and the eastern suburbs from Risdon 


Vale south to Tranmere. 


Urban Launceston 


Although defined as the area of continuous development, Urban Launceston differs little from the previous 
Launceston and Suburbs. 


Other Urban Centres 


These are population clusters of 1,000 or more persons, having a minimum density of 500 persons per square 
mile. In pene some areas of lower population and/or density are classified as ‘urban’ on other grounds, e.g. 
holiday areas, industrial areas etc. Details of population of principal urban areas at the census of 30 June 1966 may 
be found on aoe 10.

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OVERSEAS AND INTERSTATE TRADE AND SHIPPING 


BASIC DOCUMENTS 

Overseas Trade statistics have been derived from documents obtained under the Customs Act by the Depart- 
ment of Customs and Excise and compiled by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statisties, Canberra. 

Interstate Trade by Sea statistics have been derived from documents obtained by Marine Boards under the 
Marine Act and compiled by the Tasmanian Office of the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics. 

Interstate Trade by Sea statistics have been derived from documents obtained by Marine Boards under the 
of the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics by all those who use this medium for the interstate trans- 
portation of goods. 

Shipping statistics have been compiled by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, Canberra, from 
details supplied by the Department of Customs and Excise and by State Authorities controlling ports and harbours. 
Warships are excluded from all tables. 


SCOPE OF THE STATISTICS 
The statistics included in this bulletin relate to: 
(a) goods imported and exported by sea and air as part of Tasmania’s trade with other Australian States 
and Overseas countries. 
(6) vessels from other Australian States and Overseas countries entered and cleared and cargo discharged 
and shipped at ports in Tasmania. 


DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Country of Consignment or Origin: The overseas countries shown are those from and to which direct 
shipments are made. Goods shown as imported from other Australian States include those goods imported from 
overseas and trans-shipped to Tasmania. Similarly, exports to other Australian States include goods exported for 
trans-shipment overseas. 

Iixternal territories under Australian administration (e.g. Papua and New Guinea and Nauru) are treated as 
overseas countries. The separation of Commonwealth and Foreign countries as shown in previous bulletins has been 
discontinued, Countries are now shown in alphabetical order. 


Valuation: All values in this bulletin are expressed in $ (Aust.) and are determined on a ‘free on board (f.0.b.) 
port of shipment’ basis. All monetary amounts originally recorded in the old currency have been converted to 
equivalent amounts in decimal currency. The procedure adopted to value overseas and interstate trade is as follows: 

Overseas exports are valued at the Australian f.o.b. port of shipment equivalent of the actual price at which 
the goods were sold or, where shipped on consignment, of the price paid for similar goods of Australian origin in 
the principal markets of the country to which they are dispatched for sale. The recorded values include the cost 
of containers and outside packages. 

The recorded values of overseas imports is the ‘value for duty’ as laid down for customs purposes, i.e. the f.0.b. 
port of shipment equivalent of the actual price paid by the importer plus any special deduction (transaction value) 
or of the current domestic value in the exporting country, whichever is the higher. 

Interstate [Imports and Exports are valued at the f.o.b. port of shipment equivalent of the actual price at 
which the goods were sold. 


Quantity Data: Where quantities are shown, they are expressed as far as possible in terms of the normal trade 
unit. Quantitics are not quoted in respect of any commodity for which there is no appropriate unit of quantity or for 
any statistical item which covers a number of commodities that cannot be recorded under a uniform unit of quantity. 


Commodity Classification: Up to 1964-65 trade statistics were compiled according to the ‘Statistical Class- 
ification of Imports and Exports’. From July 1965 imports have been classified to the new Australian Import 
Commodity Classification. This classification is based on the Standard International Trade Classification, Revised 
(S.L.T.C.). The basis of the classification of exports remained unchanged for 1965-66. A new Australian Export 
Commodity Classification based on §.I.T.C. was introduced in July 1966. 


Outside Packages: The value of containers, crates, ete. in which goods are imported from overseas is omitted 
from all import tables. For 1965-66 the recorded value of these outside packages was $527,261. For overseas 
exports however, the recorded value for each item includes the cost of the outside packages. 


Tourists’ etc. Motor Vehicles: Details of tourists’ etc., motor vehicles entering and leaving the State are 
included in trade statistics. The inauguration of interstate vehicular ferry services in recent years has resulted in a 
sharp increase in the movement of such vehicles and, in 1965-66, about $19,500,000 of both import and export 
values derived from this source. As vehicles entering and leaving the State in a year are in approximate balance 
the State’s balance of trade is virtually unaffected by their inclusion. 


Ports in Tasmania: The names of ports in tables throughout this bulletin refer to the cities or towns in which 
the controlling Marine Boards are located. Thus ‘Hobart’ includes Port Huon; ‘Launceston’ includes Bell Bay, ete. 
On 1 January 1963 the port of Ulverstone came under the control of the Marine Board of Devonport, and from that 
date trade through Ulverstone has been included under ‘Devonport’. 


Rounding: Where figures have been rounded in this publication, any discrepancies between totals and sums 
of components are due to rounding.

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RURAL INDUSTRY STATISTICS 


SCOPE 


The Statistics contained in this Bulletin are, in general, compiled annually. They comprise: Number, area and land utilisation 
on rural holdings; area, production and yield per acre of crops; number of holdings growing principal crops; areas sown to grasses 
and clovers; livestock numbers at 31 March; breeds of sheep; lambing; shearing; wool production; classification of wool; slaughter- 
ings and meat production; dairy production and utilisation; bee-farming; rural employment; principal items of farm machinery ; 
irrigation ; fertilisors used; and various other miscellaneous items. Additional details relating to farm machinery are compiled trienn- 
ially and rural holdings classified by size and type at irregular intervals. 


SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


The statistics are, in the main, compiled from census returns (see Appendix ‘A’) of agricultural, pastoral and dairying pro- 
duction collected from some 11,000 rural holdings in Tasmania at 31 March each year. In conjunction with the goneral census, supple- 


mentary collections from farms are conducted where the harvesting of certain crops has not been completed by the 31 March (e.g. 
apples, potatoes). 


Additional information is also obtained from a number of entirely separate collections covering such data as slaughterings, meat 
production and dairy production and from various outside authorities. 


PERIOD COVERED 


Data relating to area sown, production, yield per acre and number of holdings growing crops are, in general, for the season ended 
31 March. In cases where harvesting has not been completed by 31 March (e.g. potatoes) total production is nevertheless included. 


Livestock numbers are reported as at 31 March but production of livestock products have, in general, been shown for the twelve 
months ended 30 June. 


Farm machinery on rural holdings is reported as at 31 March. 


A seasonal calendar showing approximate datos of planting and harvesting, shearing, lambing and slaughtering for export appears 
on page seventy-one of this Bulletin. 


DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Rural Holdings: A ‘rural holding’ is defined for the purpose of these statistics as a piece of land of one acre or more in extent, 
used for the production of agricultural products or for the raising of livestock and the production of livestock products. In cases 
where land owners or occupiers possess or work more than one holding, separate returns are required for each except where the holdings 
are in close proximity and are worked as one. 


During 1965 extensive checks were made of the lists of rural holdings against other sources of information and as a result 600 
holdings previously excluded from the census were included in 1966. Most of these were relatively small and contributed no more than 
one per cent to State totals of most crop and livestock items. 


Up to 1965 the census included a large number of marginal holdings most of which were small and used for residential purposes 
only. Approximately 800 of these holdings were excluded from the 1966 census. 


The net result of these two factors was an overall decline of approximately 200 holdings at 31 March, 1966 as compared with the 
previous year, 


Area of Crops: Total area of land sown or planted to crops is shown irrespective of whether the whole area was subsequently 
harvested or whether a portion or the whole of the crop failed and was not harvested. 


Where two successive crops are grown on the same land during the one season, the land is included twice in area of crops. Where 
two crops are grown together, however, the area is counted once only and is divided between the different crops according to the 
proportion of each crop grown. No data on the area planted to individual varieties of orchard fruits are collected but estimates aro 
included in this Bulletin based on the reported total acreage and number of trees of each variety planted. 


Yield Per Acre: Statistics published in this Bulletin relate to yield per acre sown or planted. Data as to acreages of crops actually 
harvested (as distinct from sown or planted) are not collected and consequently particulars of yield per acre harvested are not availablo. 
In the case of fruit and hops the yields shown are per acre of bearing crops. 


Persons Working on Holdings: Details are collected on the general farm census of persons working on rural holdings at 31 
March. Persons working permanently full-time include all other than casual or seasonal workers and females engaged principally in 
domestic duties, children attending schools and other persons working only part-time. Casual or seasonal workers including contractors 
for shearing, fencing, etc., are shown as temporary employees. 


Attontion is drawn to the difficulty encountered in obtaining data on persons employed on a comparable basis from year to year. 
The difficulty applies mainly to females and arises because of the tendency of many farmers to include part-time family helpers as 
full-time workers in their returns. 


Classification of Greasy Wool According to Quality: Statistics of greasy wool sold at auction according to the predominant 
quality of the wool are compiled by the Wool Statistical Service. The quality of the wool (expressed as 64s, 60s, 58s, etc.) is a measure 
of the fineness and texture of wool for spinning purposes. Broadly it means the maximum number of hanks (lengths of yarn each of 
560 yards) which can be spun from 1 lb of combed wool. For instance, wool of 64s quality is of a fineness and texture which will 
produce 64 hanks from 1 lb of tops (combed wool) of that particular wool. 


Livestock Slaughtered and Meat Production: Monthly returns are collected from principal slaughterers (abattoirs, meat 
works and bacon factories) and these, together with annual returns for all other slaughterers (the general census return from farms 
and a special return from other small slaughterers), provide the necessary data for compiling both monthly and annual estimates for 
all livestock slaughtered and meat production. 


Livestock shown as slaughtered for human consumption exclude those subsequently condemned. 


Statistics of meat production are recorded in terms of carcass (bone-in) weight. Edible offal other than kidneys and pigs’ tongues 
are excluded. 


Dairy Production: Total whole milk production has been estimated by the conversion of butter, cheese and cream production 
(both factory and farm) to milk equivalents together with estimates of fluid milk consumption which have been based on data supplied 
by the Milk Board. 


Milk production per dairy cow has been based on the number of dairy cows which were in milk during any part of the year (the 
mean of the numbers of dairy cows dry and in milk at 31 March of the current year and at 31 March of the previous year has been 
taken for this purpose). It is lower than for cows kept entirely for milking purposes or for cows yielding during the greater part of 
the year, 


SCOPE, SOURCES, DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 5 


Weights and Measures: Cereals, orchard fruits and certain other products are generally recorded in bushels. Whilst the weight 
of a bushel varies according to the nature of the product it is also subject to considerable variation for the individual products on 
account of such things as variety and method of packing. However, average bushel equivalent weights, as set out below may be used 
for the conversion of each of these products to pounds weight avoirdupois.

NON-RURAL INDUSTRY STATISTICS 


SCOPE 


Forestry: The statistics included in this section relate to forest areas available for exploitation: the production of timber and 
other forest products; and employment details of the Forestry Department of Tasmania. 


Fishing: Dotails relate to catch and effort statistics for boats licenced to fish Tasmanian waters, their crews and equipment; 
exports and imports of fish; and value of production of the industry. 


Mining and Quarrying: Particulars comprise the production of minerals (mine and quarry products), assayed contents of ores 
and concentrates, employment in mines, costs of production, value of output and size classifications of mines and quarries. 


SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


Forestry: The source of most information, excepting that collected by this Bureau as part of the annual factory census (i.e. 
timber and other forest products), is the Forestry Department of Tasmania. 


Fishing: In all cases the information is collected by the Fisheries Division of the Department of Agriculture and processed by 
the Bureau. 


Mining and Quarrying: An annual census of mines and quarries is conducted by the Bureau and details are collected for 
calendar years. In the main table covering employment, materials used, salaries and wages etc., details are shown firstly for those 
mines and quarries employing four or more persons, to achieve uniformity with other Australian States, and secondly for all mines 
and quarries. Details relating to those tin mines with production valued at less than $1,000 are included only in value of output and 
value of production items. 


Statistics relating to quantities of minerals produced are, in the main, obtained from the State Mines Department and are sup- 
plemented, where necessary, with data obtained from the annual census of mines and quarries and from the Commonwealth Bureau 
of Mineral Resources. 


PERIOD COVERED 


Unless otherwise stated, forestry and fishing statistics relate to the year ended 30 June, and mining and quarrying statistics 
to the year ended 31 December. 


DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Mining: For statistical purposes, the mining and quarrying industry is defined as including all mining and quarrying, and the 
recovering of minerals from ore dumps, tailings, etc ; ore dressing and elementary smelting of metallic minerals (e.g. in the caso of gold) 
when carried out at or near the mine are included. However, establishments primarily engaged in smelting and/or refining (including 
the smelting and refining sections of Mt Lyell), are omitted and are classified to the manufacturing industry (see Secondary Industries 
bulletin). 


This definition differs from that of the state Mines Department which includes in its statistics the smelting and refining opera- 
tions carried out at Mt Lyell, and, in respect of minerals originating in Tasmania, at Risdon. For Mt Lyell, only those operations 
up to the point of production of copper concentrate are included in the Bureau’s mining statistics, while smelting is included in factory 
statistics. Refining operations carried out at Risdon are also included in factory statistics. 


Also included in the mining and quarrying industry are quarries operated by brickworks, cement works, etc., and those winning 
direct construction materials such as sand, gravel, building stone, and broken and crushed stone for road making, ete. 


Forestry: As from 1965-66 statistics of forest areas are not comparable with those for oarlier years. In 1966 the State Forestry 
Department adopted a Food and Agricultural Organisation recommendation that potentially exploitable forests be defined as ‘Forests 
whose growth is too low to warrant industrial exploitation at present time or where transport costs to the nearest market are pro- 
hibitive’. It follows that exploitable forests are the exact opposite of this definition. 


VALUE OF PRODUCTION 
SCOPE 


The data used are those concerning quantity of primary production (see page 4) together with information collected from various 
sources on prices realised in the principal markets for different products, the costs of marketing these products and the costs of certain 
materials used in their production, 


SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


Price and cost data are obtained from statutory authorities (e.g. Dairy Produce Equalisation Committee), market reports, special 
returns collected from wholesalers, brokers, auctioneers, etc., annual factory returns (showing cost of raw material delivered to factory) 
and from overseas and interstate trade statistics. 


PERIOD COVERED 


The period covered is the same as stipulated for the quantitative information referred to on page 4 (i.e. in most cases the year 
ended 31 March).

Gross Value of Production: This is the value placed on recorded production at the wholesale prices realised in the principal mar- 
kets. In cases where primary products are consumed locally, or where they become raw material for a secondary industry, these 
points are presumed to be the principal market. Products sold interstate or overseas are valued at f.o.b. Tasmanian port prices. If 
exports are sold ‘on consignment’, prices received are converted to an f.o.b. basis. 


Marketing Costs: These include freight, cost of containers, commission and other charges incurred in marketing. 


Local Value of Production (i.e. gross production valued at place of production): This is gross value of production less marketing 
costs. 


Value of Materials Used: These include power, power kerosene, petrol and other oils (as from 1958-59), seed used, fodder 
consumed by farm stock, fertilisers, dips and sprays and other selected costs of a similar nature, 


Net Value of Production: This is local value of production less value of materials used in process of production. The net value 
of production exceeds the net return to producers since no deductions are made for depreciation, maintenance, interest on borrowed 
money, wages and a number of other production costs. 


Unit Values: These have been calculated for principal rural products by dividing the total quantity produced into the total 
gross value of production for each product. They therefore represent weighted average ‘prices’ in all markets (including the farm 
itself where quantities are retained for farm use) for the product. 


Government Subsidies and Bounties: Sudsidies and bounties paid by the State and Commonwealth Governments to primary 
industries, are in general, included in value of production. 


Comparing or Combining Industries: Both gross and local values of primary production involve some duplication because 
they include the values of certain products as the final output of one primary industry and again as the raw material of another (e.g. 
hay from agriculture consumed by livestock under pastoral and dairying). Similarly, many materials consumed by primary industries 
are the products of secondary industries (e.g. fertilisers). 


In calculating the Net Value of Production, the values of both primary and secondary products consumed by primary industries 
have been deducted and this process automatically eliminates duplication. It follows, therefore, that Net Value of Production should 
be used when comparing or combining values for individual primary industries and when comparing or combining values for primary 
and secondary industries.

Note on Collection of Cattle Statistics: Following an investigation into the adequacy of the wording and layout of the cattle 
section of the statistical form used for the 1962-63 census and preceding censuses of rural holdings, certain changes were made to 
the forms used for the census conducted at 31 March 1964. 


Prior to 1964 farmers were asked to classify their herds either as ‘beef’ cattle or ‘dairy’ cattle. These two terms tended to con- 
fuse breed and purpose, and in those instances where vealer production was carried on in association with dairying, farmers were 
in doubt as to how to classify part or all of their herds. 


On 31 March 1964 farmers were asked to classify their cattle according to the two main purposes for which kept: (i) milk 
production; and (ii) meat production, irrespective of breed and to report separately the number of cows and heifers kept for their 
own domestic milk supply. Consequently detailed statistics of cattle for 1964 are not comparable with those for earlier years. However, 
four broad groupings of cattle are generally comparable with earlier years and particulars are shown in the last table on this page. 


For comparative purposes the full description of cattle as listed on farmers’ census schedules for both 1963 and 1964 is shown 
below. The total number of each type of cattle in Tasmania at the 1963 and 1964 Census dates is also shown.

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CLASSIFICATION OF RURAL HOLDINGS BY SIZE AND TYPE OF ACTIVITY, 1965-66 


The first attempt at classifying rural holdings according to type of activity on a uniform basis in all States was 
made in respect of the year 1959-60. A similar classification for 1965-66 has now been made and summarised details 
for Tasmania are shown in the table below. 


Classifications of holdings according to principal characteristics (e.g. area of holding, number of sheep, pigs, etc.) 
have been carried out at irregular intervals over a long period of years and for 1965-66 these classifications were 
extracted simultaneously with the ‘farm type’ classifications. Examples of the size classifications will be found 
on pages 7 and 52 of this bulletin. 


A separate publication entitled ‘Classification of Rural Holdings by Size and Type of Activity, 1965-66’ is 
being issued for each State and Australia as a whole in the same manner as for 1959-60, covering a wide range of 
cross classifications of farm types and farm characteristics. Copies of the publications will be available from the 
Tasmanian Office of the Bureau of Census and Statistics, Hobart, or from the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. 


The separate publications will outline in some detail the method used to classify farms according to activity 
and explain why the classification is not strictly comparable with that used for 1959-60. Some of the most significant 
changes from 1959-60 to 1965-66 occur in the classification of holdings with cattle, due mainly to the changes of 
wording of the cattle section of the farm census schedule from 1963-64. These changes are explained on page 28 of 
this Bulletin. 


Basically the method used to classify to farm types was the same as for 1959-60, i.e. ifa single activity accounted 
for 50 per cent or more of the total estimated gross cash receipts at the farm, that activity determined the holding 
type. Where no single activity accounted for 50 per cent of the total gross receipts, the holdings were classified as 
‘multipurpose’. Principal exceptions to this general rule were holdings reporting sheep and cereal grains, and cattle 
(milk production) and pigs. In the former case, the holding was treated as a composite sheep-cereal grain type if the 
combined receipts obtained from these activities accounted for 75 per cent or more of the total gross receipts, and 
provided the gross receipts obtained from sheep were no more than 4 times and not less than a quarter of the gross 
receipts obtained from cereal grains. In the latter case, if the combined receipts obtained from cattle (milk production) 
and pigs represented 50 per cent or more of total gross receipts, the holding was classified as cattle (milk production). 


Holdings for which the total farm value was less than $1,600 were treated as ‘sub-commercial’.

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


GROSS VALUE OF PRODUCTION: This is the value placed on recorded production at the wholesale prices realised in the principal markets. (In 
cases where primary products are consumed locally, or where they become raw material for a secondary industry, these points are presumed to be the principal 


markets.) 


MARKETING COSTS: These include freight, cost of containers, commission and other charges incurred in marketing. 


LOCAL VALUE OF PRODUCTION (i.e. gross production valued at place of production) :—This is ascertained by deducting Marketing Costs from 
Gross Value of Production. 


VALUE OF MATERIALS USED IN PROCESS OF PRODUCTION: These include power, power kerosene, petrol and other oils, seed used, fodder 
consumed by farm stock, fertilisers, dips and sprays, and other selected costs of a similar nature. No allowance for power, power kerosene, petrol and other 
oils has been made for the years 1942-43 to 1957-58. 


NET VALUE OF PRODUCTION: This is ascertained by deducting the Value of Materials Used in Process of Production from the Local Value of 
Production. No deductions have been made for depreciation or certain maintenance charges as particulars are not available. 


GOVERNMENT SUBSIDIES AND BOUNTIES: Subsidies and bounties paid by the State and Commonwealth Governments to primary indus- 
tries are, in general, included in value of production. 

Gross and Local Values of primary production involve.some duplication as they include the products of certain primary industries which are consumed 
as raw materials by other industries in the group (i.e. hay consumed by livestock). Furthermore, many of the materials consumed by primary. industries 
are the products of secondary industry. However, duplication has been eliminated in calculating the Net Value of primary production by deducting the value 
of both primary and secondary products consumed by primary industries. Therefore, Net Value of primary production should be used when comparing or 
combining values for primary industries with those for secondary industries.

SUMMARY OF METEOROLOGICAL CONDITIONS, 1966 


The greater part of the State again registered below normal rainfall during the year, the highest deficiencies being in the west 
coast mountain region, and in the north-east highlands, where totals were approximately eighty per cent of normal. The only areas 
to record above normal figures were the southern half of King Island, the extreme north-west tip and a large portion of the south-east 
extending from Tasman Peninsula north-west to the Central Plateau. Despite the deficiency on the west coast, annual totals were 
highest in that district, and ranged from fifty-five inches on the coast to more than one hundred and ten inches inland. The driest 
areas during the year were a portion of the Upper Derwent Valley surrounding Hamilton, and around Ross in the central midlands. 


Mean temperatures during the first five months were generally mild, although parts of the east and south-east coast were below 
normal during February, while inland areas and parts of the central north were below during April. A below-normal pattern was 
established in June which continued until the second week of September. A period of mild weather commenced in the third week of 
September and continued until the end of November. This mild period, together with good general rainfall during September, was a 
contributing factor to the excellent spring growth. During December, mean temperatures reverted to below normal throughout 
the State. 


Gale force west to south-west winds up to 82 mph on the 28 June and a tornadic squall at Beauty Point in the Tamar Valley 
on 21 August caused relatively light damage to crops and property. 


Falls of snow were heavy and widespread on 4 and 5 September, but were confined mainly to the southern half of the State. Snow 
was reported from coastal areas of the east coast.

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1. MANUFACTURING STATISTICS 


SCOPE 


For the purposes of the Statistics included in the first part of this bullotin a ‘factory’ is defined as an establishment either where 
powere (other than manual) is used or in which four or more persons are employed in any manufacturing process. It should be noted 
that details relating to small establishments not classified for statistical purposes as factories are not included in the figures shown herein. 


The Statistics relate to: Number and sizo of factories; number of persons employed, in various categories; salaries and wages 
paid; book value of land, buildings, plant and machinery (not capital invested); value of materials, containers, repairs and replace- 
ments, power, fuel and light (including water and lubricating oil) used in factories; value of output; value of production; quantities 
and values of fuel used; quantities and values of principal materials used and articles produced; value of additions and replacements 
to, and depreciation allowed on, land and buildings, and plant and machinery; rated horse-power of engines ordinarily in use and 
those in reserve or idle. 


The returns from which theso statistics are compiled are obtained from manufacturers; tl.cy are not intended to show a complete 
record of the income or expenditure of factories nor to show the profits or losses of factories collectively or individually. A specimen 
copy of the factory consus form is shown on pages 47 and 48 and a copy of the instructions issued to informants is included on pages 

A ; 2 A pes 
49 and 50. 


The period covered by the statistics in this Bulletin, is, in the main, the twelve months ended 30 June. In cases where some 
other accounting period is used it is permissible to complete the census schedule for that accounting period. These cases, however, 
are comparatively fow and their inclusion in no way impairs the comparability of tho statistics in the year under review or from year to 
year. 


SOURCE 


The information is compiled annually from returns received in respect of approximatoly 1,800 factorios operating throughout 
the State. 


DEFINITIONS 


Average Number of Persons Employed: All persons employed in the manufacturing activities of a factory are counted as 
factory employees. The figures relating to employment, therefore, exclude all those engaged in selling and distribution, such as sales- 
men, travellers, collectors, carters engaged solely on outward delivery of manufactured goods, and retailing storemon. ‘The figures, 
however, do include proprietors who work in their own businesses, as well as ‘out-workers’. 


The average number of persons employed is quoted on two different bases: the average during the period of operation and the 
average over the whole year, Of these, the former is simply the aggregate of the average number of persons employed in cach factory 
during its period of operation (whether the whole or only part of the year). This average is used only in respect of details relating 
to classification according to number of persons employed. The latter, which is used in all other instances, is calculated by reducing 
the average number working in the factories (irrespective of period of operation) to the equivalent number working for a full year. 


Working Proprietors are included in all employment figures other than those relating to monthly employment and age dis- 
sections, but salaries and wages paid in all cases exclude drawings by working proprietors. 


Value of Output: The valuo of factory output is the value of the goods manufactured or their value after passing through the 
particular process of manufacture and includes the amount received for repair work, work done on commission and receipts for other 
factory work. Tho basis of valuation of the output is the selling value of tho goods at the factory, exclusive of all delivery costs and 
charges and excise duties, but inclusive of bounty and subsidy payments to the manufacturor of the finished article, 


Value of Production: Tho value of production is the value added to raw materials by the process of manufacture. It is cal- 
culated by deducting from the value of factory output the value (at the factory) of the materials used, containers and packing, power, 
fuel and light used, tools replaced, and materials used in repairs to plant (but not depreciation charges), 


In the process of manufacture, many goods are treated in several industries, the output of one becoming the raw materials of 
another, so that such commodities are counted more than once in the aggregate value of output and of raw materials. Examples are 
flour passing from the mills to bakeries, metals from the smelters which become raw materials in establishments concerned in the 
production of metal goods, and timber from the sawmills used in furniture factories and in joinery. On the other hand, the aggregate 
value of production is assessed without duplication, the value added by each industry being taken into account once only. For this 
reason the value of production, and not the value of the output, is used as a measure of activ ity in the manufacturing industries as a 
whole or for comparisons betweon industries. 


There are many miscellancous expenses, such as maintenance of buildings, etc., depreciation, workers’ compensation insurance, 
other insurances, pay-roll tax, income tax, advertising, interest on borrowed money, bad debts and many other sundry charges, which 
are not specified on the factory form and therefore not taken into account in determining value of production. Consoquently it must 
not be inferred that when wages and salaries are deducted from the value of the production, the whole of the surplus is available 
for interest and profits. 


Rated Horse-power of Engines Used: Statistics of power used in factories other than Central Electric Stations relate to the 
‘rated horse-power’ of engines ordinarily in use and of engines in reserve or idle, omitting obsolete engines. In the case of Central 
Electric Stations, the figures refer to the ‘rated capacity’ of engines and generators installed. 


CLASSIFICATION OF FACTORIES 


On pages 6 and 7 is the complete factory classification list which, apart from very minor amendments, has been used uniformly in 
all States since 1945-46. The statistical tables on subsequent pages, where the titles of any sub-classos are not shown, indicate that 
there are no factories in these sub-classes in Tasmania. Also to conserve space, abbreviated titles have beon used for some sub-classes. 


Statistics for some sub-classes are not available for separate publication because of the limited number of factories in the sub-class; 
also in some instances publication of State details is not possible because of considerations relating to the publication of Australian 
totals. However, all suppressed sub-class details are included in the appropriate class totals.

INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS FILLING IN FACTORY RETURNS 


GENERAL 


1. Under the authority of the Commonwealth ‘* Census and Statistics Act 1905-1949 ”’ these returns are required to be filled in with the 
necessary details for the period Ist July, 1965, to 30th June, 1966, or thereabouts, and should be completed and returned by post to The Deputy 
Commonwealth Statistician, Hobart, not later than the 31st July, 1966. No extension of time will be granted unless it can be shown that it is 
impracticable to render the return by the specified date. 


2. Returns will be regarded as strictly confidential. The information given in these forms is used only for statistical purposes to arrive 
at aggregates for cach kind of industry. The contents of individual returns are not disclosed in any way and no other department, or officer 
unattached to this Oflice, is permitted to see them. 


3. Several Industries in One Establishment.—In large establishments where two or more industries are carried on, separate forms 
will be supplicd, which should, if practicable, be filled in for each industry. The particulars relating to the whole establishment should be 
allocated, as nearly as possible, to each industry. 


4. The line * Nature of Work Done” should be used for a brief description of the main operations or processes carried out, e@.g., 
Brickmaking, Shirtmaking, Motor Repairing, Bread Baking, Sawmilling, &c. es 


5. A factory is defined as an establishment (mill, workshop, plant, &c.) in which four or more persons are employed or where power 
(other than manual) is used in the manufacture, preparation, treatment or repair of any article. Where a manufacturing business is carried on 
in connexion with a wholesale or retail trading business, the return must be restricted to the details of the manufacturing branch only. That 
portion of the premises used for manufacturing purposes should be separately valued and shown under Part E, Particulars concerning Salesmen, 
Travellers, Collectors and Retailing Storemen must NOT be included with persons employed in the factory, or in salaries and wages paid, 


EXPLANATION OF ITEMS REQUIRED 


6. Period Worked.--The time the establishment was working during the year is to be given in calendar months, holidays during 
working period also being included, 


PART A.--PERSONS EMPLOYED AND WAGES PAID 


7. Number of Working Proprietors (sec Section (i) ).—Show the average monthly number of male and female working proprietors 
engaged in the office or factory during the period of operation. There are no working proprictors in a proprietary company. Particulars of 
working directors should be included in Sections (ii), (iii), (iv) and (v). 


8. Employment on Last Pay Day of Month (see Section (ii) ).—Particulars should exclude working proprietors, and should relate to 
the same classes of employees as are covered by the ** Average Monthly Number of Employees ” as shown in Section (iv). 

9, Average Number of Employees (sce Section (iv) ).—-This means the average monthly number during the period of operation. For 
example, for an establishment working the whole year the average will be the sum of the oral employees on the office and factory pay-roll 
on the last pay day of each month divided by 12; the average for an establishment working three months will be the sum of the monthly 
totals divided by 3, and similarly with other periods. The total of the average numbers employed must be distributed under the various groups 
as shown. Persons engaged in selling or distributing must NOT be included. (See alse Instruction 5 above.) 


10, Salaries and Wages Paid (see Section (v) ). 
Working Proprietors.— No amount of remuneration is required to be shown. 
Other Employees.--The total amounts of salaries or wages paid to all employees during the year (including overtime, 
bonuses, &c.) are required to be given. 
Pay-roll Tax.--The amount paid as PAY-ROLL TAX must not be included as salaries and wages paid. 
Note.--Carters (on wages—not contractors) employed in bringing material for manufacture should be included, but not those engaged 
entirely in the delivery of manufactured goods, as the value of output of such goods is the selling value ‘ at works *’, excluding all delivery 
costs or charges, If the carter’s work be divided in this respect, however, his time and wages should be apportioned accordingly, 


PART B,--SELECTED COSTS OF PRODUCTION 


11. Cost of Power, Fuel and Light Used (Lines (26)-(35) ).—Care should be exercised to see that the costs are not duplicated in any of 
the other items and that full particulars of quantitics asked for are given for each kind of fuel, &c. (Where exact figures are not available, 
a careful estimate must be given.) Coal used in the manufacture of coke and gas, and coke used in steel furnaces, should not be included 
here but shown as a raw material in Line (40). Acetylene Gas and Oxygen should be similarly treated. 


12. Materials Used, &c. (Line (40) ).—-The value quoted should be the net cost landed at the factory of all materials actually used 
during the year caclusive of all subsidies, rebates, &c., allowed by the Government on such raw materials. Care should be taken to ensure that 
items included here have not been included already in other headings under Part B.

Non-returnable.— Show the net cost to you of non-returnable containers actually used during the year.

15. Repair Work of any Kind. -The value (cost) of all materials used in repairing should be included in Line (40), while the amount 
charged tor making repairs should be shown in Part C, Line (43). 

16. Other Costs of Production.— Costs such as insurance, taxation, &¢., must not be included in Part B of the return. This is a return 
of selected items of factory statistics and is not intended to embrace all items of costs nor to reveal profit or Joss, Only those costs specifically 
mentioned on the form are to be shown therein, 

17, Assembling the Manufactured Parts of Machines, Motor Cars, &e.—Where operations consist wholly or partly of assembling the 
manufactured parts of machines, motor cars, &c,, the value of the parts should net be included in the cost of materials used, nor in the value 
of output. The latter value should be shown in Part C, Line (43), and should include the actual Jabour cost of assembling the parts, cost of 
fuel and power used, any additional expenses of assembly, and profit made on such work. 


18. Finished Goods Purchased for Re-sale-The valuc of finished goods purchased for re-sale without treatment must not be included

*, Value of Output. 

Item (a)—Line (42).—The value of output here given should be the selling value at factory to customers of all goods mac!

bounty or subsidy received by the manufacturer on finished products and any wage refund or profit subsidy paid to the factory 
by the Government. 

Item (B)—Line (43),--The value here given should be the amount charged to customers for other work dene such as repairs, 
renovations and alterations, and work done on commission. 


20. Goods in Process of Manufacture.—The value of goods in process at the end of the year just completed must also be included in 
the value of output. Similarly the value of goods in process at the beginning of the same year must be added to the ‘‘ cost of materials used ”’.

25. Value of Land and Buildings used for Works and Factory Purposes.—Where the Land, Buildings and Fixtures are the property 
of the occupier, the values stated should be the depreciated values or book values /ess any depreciation reserve existing in respect of them. 
If the premises are rented, state the annual rental payable exclusive of rates and taxes, 


26. Value of Machinery and Plant.—This should include the value of all machinery, implements, and tools used; also vehicles and 
plant for the conveyance of raw materials, and casks in the case of a brewery. In brickyards, potteries, lime kilns and glassworks the value 
of the kiln should be included under this head, and not as a building. The values stated should be the depreciated values or book values 
Jess any depreciation reserve existing in respect of them. Where machinery is rented, state the annual rental payable. 


PART F.MOTORS AND ENGINES EMPLOYED TO DRIVE MACHINERY 


27. Motors and Engines. Total rated horse-power is required separately for motors and engines ordinarily in use and for those in 
reserve or idle (i.e., in use only occasionally as during periods of breakdown to power supply). Obsolete motors and engines must be omitted 
altogether. 

If the same power is used in the one establishment for more than one industry, the horse-power of the engines should be allocated, 
if practicable, as indicated in Instruction 3 above. 


PART G.—MATERIALS USED 


28. Details shown for materials used should refer to actual usage and not to purchases. Values should be shown at cost as delivered 
at factory as included in Materials used—Line (40) in Part B, * Selected Costs of Production ”’. 


PART H.—ARTICLES PRODUCED 


29, Details shown for articles produced should refer to goods actually made and/or assembled. Values should be Selling value at 
factory (exclusive of all delivery costs and charges) as included in Item a—Line (42) in Part C, ‘* Value of Output ”’, 


DIRECTIONS RELATING TO SPECIAL INDUSTRIES 


30. Cold Storage.—The value of the commodities placed in the cold store should not be included in the cost of materials used (Part B), 
nor in the value of the output (Part C). The amount to be shown in Item B—Line (43) in Part C, should include the actual labour cost, the 
cost of fuel and power used, any additional expenses of storing and profit made on such work. 


31. Food-packing, Tobacco-cutting and Packing, Tea-blending and Packing, Bottling and Grading Establishments.—In these and other 
similar establishments where imported or other goods in bulk are made up in packets, but no actual manufacturing is done, only the value 
added to the material by the operation should be shown in Item B—Line (43) in Part C. This value may be ascertained by subtracting the 
cost of materials used from the wholesale selling value of the finished goods. 


32. Brick, Pottery, Tile and Lime Burning Works.—The value of materials used shown in Part B must include wages of pitmen and 
quarrymen and all other costs incidental to obtaining clay or limestone and delivery at the kiln. Such employees and the wages paid to them, 
should, therefore, not be included in Part A. The value of the kiln must be included as part of your plant and not as a building.

BUILDING D1 


2. BUILDING STATISTICS 


SCOPE 


In tho section that follows, building statistics relate exclusively to the erection of new buildings, including major new additions 
to existing buildings; construction work such as the building of railways, bridges, earthworks, water storages, piers, wharves, etc. 
is excluded. Minor additions, alterations, renovations and repairs to buildings are also excluded because of the difficulty of obtaining 
lists of persons who undertake this work. 

When a dwelling is attached to a new building, the whole unit, both in regard to number and value, is classified according to the 
type of new building, (e.g. a new shop and dwelling is classified simply as a shop). Figures for flats include “home units’, but not 
conversions of existing buildings into flats. Numbers shown for flats refer to number of new individual dwelling units. 


Details obtained from government authorities on their construction programmes and from building contractors refer to all parts 
of the State. Details for owner builders cover only those areas subject to building control by Local Government Authorities; thus 
some farm buildings are excluded, but this does not affect the figures materially. 


SOURCE OF DATA 


The main statistics relate to building approvals and to building operations (commencoments, completions, etc.). The data are 
derived as follows: 

Building Approvals: These comprise: (@) Approvals by Local Government Authorities for the construction of private build- 
ings (b) Contracts let and day labour projects commenced by government authorities. (c) Private buildings reported by contractors 
to have been commenced in certain aroas of the few rural municipalities where building regulations do not apply to the whole munici- 
pality. Details are collected and compiled on a monthly basis. 

Building Operations: Returns are obtained from: (a) Building contractors engaged in the erection of new buildings. (b) Owner- 
builders. (c) Commonweulth, State, Semi and Local Government Authorities. Statistics are collected and compiled on a quarterly 


basis. 


DEFINITIONS 


Houses and Flats: Figures for houses and flats exclude those attached to other new buildings. 

Jontract-Built: Includes the operations of all building contractors and government authorities which undertake tho erection 
of new buildings. 

Owner-Built: An ‘owner-built? house is one actually erected or being erected by the owner, or under the owner's direction, 
without the sorvices of a contractor who is responsible for the whole job. 

Commenced: A building is regarded as having been commenced when work on the foundations has begun, 

Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the contractor has fulfilled the terms of the contrat. 

Both with ‘completions’ and ‘eommencements’, there is some difficulty in maintaining a uniform classification since the defini- 
tion of an exact point of timo in building operat ions is involved. 

Under Construction: A building is so classified if it is uncompleted at the end of the period, whether or not work on it was 
actively proceeding at that date. 

Values: All valuos exclude the value of land and represent the estimated value of buildings on completion, In the caso of owner- 
built dwellings, the owner-builder is required to estimate the value from tho cost of the materials and the cost of labour, including 
his own, 

New buildings, including dwellings, with an estimated value on completion of less than $1,000 are excluded from the tabulations. 


Values of Work Done: Those are tho estimated values of work actually carried out on buildings during the period, For any 
building the sum of these values obtained during its construction equals the value of the completed building. 


Employment: The figures shown on pago 58 relate to persons working on the jobs of contractors who undertake the erection 
of new buildings and of government authorities which erect new buildings on their own account. They include persons engaged on 
alterations, additions, repairs and maintenance when these jobs are undertaken by such contractors and authorities. 


Persons working on owner-built houses, and employees of builders who undertake only alterations, additions, repairs and main- 
tenance are excluded.

SCOPE, DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Sources: The information on public finance has been extracted from the following annual publications of the Tasmanian Govern- 
ment. 
Consolidated Revenue Fund: Statement of Estimated Nxpenditure and Estimated Revenue. 


The Budget Speech and Financial Statement of the Treasurer of Tasmania. 
Details of the Loan Fund Estimates. 
Roport of the Auditor-General. 


Tasmanian Public Account: The State Public Account includes the Consolidated Revenue Fund, the Accumulated Revenue 
Fund, the Trust and Special Funds, and the Loan Funds. 


The Consolidated Revenue Fund: Ordinary revenues from taxation and other sources are paid into the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund from which the main expenditures are for public debt charges, education, dev elopment of State resources, health and hospitals, 
general administration, subsidies to State business undertakings, law and order an certain welfare activities. Not all taxes are paid 
nto Consolidated Revenue; some taxation collections are paid to special funds (c.g. Motor Taxation to Transport Commission, Racing 
Taxation to Racing Commission). 


Details of other Government activities separated from the Consolidated Revenue Account are given below. 


The Accumulated Revenue Account: The Accumulated Revenue Account is a suspense account recording accumulated surpluses 
and doficits in the Consolidated Revenue Fund and also the funding of deficits. Positive adjustments to the Special Grant from the 
Commonwealth (seo below) are also transferred from the Consolidated Revenue Fund to this Account. 


The Trust and Specicl Funds: The Trust and Special Funds cover special transactions outside the ordinary operations of depart- 
mental expenditure such as funds from the Commonwealth for special purposes and moneys held for expenditure by the State at 
some future time. 


The Loan Fund: Tho Loan Fund receives its funds from public borrowings, repayment of advances by semi-government authorities 
and Commonwealth Capital Grants. Main ec <penditure from the Loan Fund is on State public works and advances to State business 
undertakings. 


Effect of Adjustment to Special Grant (Commonwealth): Tho Special Grant recommended by the Commonwealth Grants 
Commission under Section 96 of the Constitution has, since 1947-48, been in two parts. One part is in the nature of a preliminary 
grant to mect the estimated financial needs of the State during the current financial year. The other part is an adjustment made 
after the close of the financial year. Tho magnitude of the adjustment (which may be positive or negative) will depend on whether 
the preliminary grant made two years earlier proved greater or less than the amount of financial assistance deemed justified by the 
Grants Commission. For example, the Speciel Grant for 1965-66 wa 7.732.000 subject to a positive adjustment of $1,332,000 
assessed on 1963-64 accounts. The adjustment of $1,332,000 was transferred to the Accumulated Revenue Account, 


Government Activities Separated from the Consolidated Revenue Fund: 


(i) Railways, Shipping and Road Transport Services 
In Tasmania, the railways (in common with certain other public transport utilities) are administered by the Transport 
Commission and, since 1939-40, only the net trading profits or losses of this authority have been paid to or from the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund. Interest and redemption charges on a:lvances to the 2 ithority by the State Government are paid 
into Consolidated Revenue. 


Omnibus services in Hobart, Launceston and Burnie are operated by tho Metropolitan Transport Trust. Only the net 
losses of this authority are charged against Consolidated Revenue. 


(ii) Hydro-Electric Commission 


Gross receipts and expenditure of this authority are not included in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. Interest and 
redemption charges on advances to the authority by the State Government are paid into Consolidated Revenue by the 
Commission, 


(iii) Finance for Roads 


The Commonwealth Aid Roads Grant is paid into the State Highway Trust Fund which is augmented by transfers 
from Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


(iv) Miscellaneous Activities and Authorities 
Also excluded from the Consolidated Revenue Fund are the gross receipts and payments of: Regional Water Supplies, 
Government Printing Office, Government Insurance Office, Public Trustee, Housing Authorities, Closer Settlement, Rural 
Credits and other activities of the Agricultural Bank. In accordance with various Acts, the net profits or losses of the previous 
year are paid to or from the Consolidated Revenue Fund for the current year.

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LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE 
SCOPE, DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Organisation of Local Government in Tasmania: For Local Government Administration, Tasmania is at present divided 
into 49 areas comprising the cities of Hobart, Launceston and Glenorchy and 46 municipalities. 


Tho authority for and the form of local government are prescribed entirely by State legislation and such legislation has largely 
been consolidated in the Local Government Act 1962. 


Scope and Sources of Information: Local government finance statistics are compiled by the Bureau from copies of statements 
of accounts which the local government authorities are obliged by law to compile. The City of Glenorchy and the forty-six munici- 
pelitios are required to submit annually to the Auditor General a ‘Statement of Accounts’ in pursuance of section 329 of the Local 
Government Act 1962. These Statements of Accounts are compiled on a receipts and payments basis. The Cities of Hobart and Laun- 
coston submit annually to the Auditor General Statements of Accounts compiled on an income and expenditure basis. 


Principle Sources of Revenue: The principle sources of revenue for local government authorities are the charging of rates 
on the snnual value of property, Government grants and charges for public works and services. There is considerable diversity in 
the ty} os of rate imposed by individual local government authorities. In Hobart and Launceston a consolidated rate is levied. In 
most municipalities property holders are charged basic general, road, light and health rates but also are subject to additional rates 
assossed according to the services provided (e.g. fire brigade and library rates). 


Business Undertakings and Ordinary Services: In the following statistics, a distinction is drawn between ordinary and 
husiness undertakings’ revenue and expenditure. The only activities classified as ‘business undertakings’ are water supply, sewerage 
and abattoirs. All other activities are classified as ordinary services. 


Main Sources of Local Government Loan Funds: The principle Tasmanian sources of loans are banks, superannuation 
and other trust funds, insurance companies and in the case of the cities, public issues of debentures. The local government loan debt 
includes only a small liability in respect of advances from the State Government. 


Form of Local Government Debt: Much of the debt (of the municipalities) is in the form of Instalment Debentures which 
involve oqual periodic payments usually yearly or half-yearly; such payments are credited to redemption and interest in changing 
proportions as the outstanding balance of the loan is reduced. 


Limitations on Borrowings: The amount borrowed annually by local government authorities is regulated by the Australian 
Loan Council. Municipalities are also limited by Section 286 (1) of the Local Government Act 1962 which limits total borrowings to 
ten times the average income for the preceding three financial years. 


Change in Geographical Classification: As from 30 June 1966, changes have been made to some Statistical Divisions in the 
Southern part of the State; their effect is to enlarge and rename the Statistical Division containing Hobart and Glenorchy, and to 
correspondingly diminish the area of the adjacent Southern and South Eastern Statistical Divisions. 


Whilst the enlarged Division containing Hobart and Glenorchy has been renamed, the diminished Southern and South Eastern 
Divisions retain the same name. The changed Divisions and their composition are listed below:

ADDITIONAL NOTES ON WATER SCHEMES IN TASMANIA 


The Metropolitan Water Board, constituted under the provisions of the Metropolitan Water Act 1961, is responsible for the 
provision of an adequate bulk water supply to the metropolitan water districts of Hobart, Glenorchy, Clarence and Kingborough 
(Taroona Ward). The Board is empowered to direct the metropolitan local authorities in the operation of their bulk water supply 
works. Construction of the West Derwent Water Scheme commenced in 1962. The total cost of construction to 30 June 1966 was 
$5,128,341. 


The Metropolitan Water Board is also vested with the control and management of the Southern Regional Water Supply Scheme 
which supplies the local government areas of Brighton, Clarence, Green Ponds. New Norfolk and Richmond. The capital cost of the 
scheme to 30 June 1966 was $2,329,686. 


The North Esk Regional Water Scheme is managed by the Rivers and Water Supply Commission. ‘This scheme serves portions 
of the local government areas of Evandale, George Town, Lilydale, St. Leonards and Westbury and also provides water for industrial 
purposes. Tho St. Leonards’ water reticulation also serves portion of the local government areas of Evandale and Westbury. The 
capital cost of the scheme to 30 June 1966 was $3,013,900. 


The West Tamar Water Schemo is managed and maintained by the Beaconsfield Municipal Council as an agent for the Rivers 
and Water Supply Commission. The scheme was partly installed by the Council but the West Tamar Water Supply Act 1960 provides 
for the completion of the scheme and any further extensions to be carried out by the Commission. The capital cost of the scheme 
to 30 June 1966, was $2,126,773. 


The Prosser River Water Scheme is managed by the Rivers and Water Supply Commission. This scheme provides water for the 
Sodium Alginate Industry at Louisville and supplements the water supply for the township of Orford. The capital cost of the scheme 
to 30 June 1966, was $381,118. 
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PRIVATE FINANCE 


BANKING 


Cheque Paying Banks: Australian cheque paying banks have been divided, for statistical purposes into 2 Groups, namely (i) 
the Major Trading Banks and (ii) Other Banks. The Major Trading Banks comprise the Commonwealth Trading Bank, Australia 
and New Zealand Bank Ltd, the Bank of Adelaide, the Bank of New South Wales, the Commercial Bank of Australia Ltd, the Com- 
mercial Banking Company of Sydney Ltd, the English, Scottish and Australian Bank Ltd, and the National Bank of Australasia 
Ltd, All of these except the Bank of Adelaide operate in Tasmania. None of the Banks included in the ‘Other Banks’ group operates 
in Tasmania. 


In the table on ‘Classification of Advances Outstanding within Tasmania’ advances to resident borrowers and non-resident 
borrowers are shown separately. Resident borrowers cover institutions (including branches of overseas institutions) engaged in 
business in Australia and persons permanently residing in Australia. Non-resident borrowers cover all other persons and institutions 
incorporated abroad, which though represented, do not carry on business in Australia. Advances to resident borrowers have been 
classified as business advances, advances to public authorities, personal advances and advances to non-profit organisations. Business 
advances have been further classified to the main industry of the borrower and include advances to partnerships, companies and 
other institutions engaged in business in Australia, advances to persons actively engaged in business on their own behalf if the advance 
is mainly for business purposes, advances to mutual, co-operative and benefit societies which distribute their profits or surpluses 
(if any) to members by way of dividends, rebates on charges for goods and services or increased benefits. Advances to public author- 
ities cover advances to local and semi-government authorities including separately constituted government business undertakings 
but not Commonwealth or State governments. Personal advances cover advances to persons for purposes other than carrying on a 
business. Advances to non-profit organisations cover advances to organisations which do not operate for the purpose of making 
a profit or gain to its individual members, any income of the organisation being used for the purposes of the organisation or for the 
benefit of the community. 


Savings Banks: In addition to the Savings Banks operated by each of the Major Trading Banks, except the Bank of Adelaide, 
there aro two Trusteo Savings Banks operating in Tasmania, namely the Hobart Savings Bank and the Launceston Bank for Savings. 
In addition to the summary of all Savings Bank activities provided in this Bulletin, some specific detail is provided on the two 
Trustee Savings Banks which operate only in Tasmania. 


GENERAL INSURANCE 


As the financial year of all companies does not end uniformly on 30 Juno, the statistics for each year are in respect of the annual 
accounting periods of companies which ended at any time during that year. 


The tables contain selected items of statistics and the information shown is not suitable for the construction of a ‘profit and 
loss’ statement or ‘revenue account’. 


The statistics in this Bulletin conform substantially to the following definitions and should be interpreted in accordance therewith. 


Premiums represent the full amount receivable in respect of policies issued or renewed during the year, less returns, rebates 
and bonuses paid or credited to policy holders during the year. They are not adjusted to provide for premiums un-earned at the end 
of the year, and consequently the amounts differ from ‘earned premium income’ appropriate to the year. In recent years, as the 
premium volume has been increasing, tho figures shown in the tables are greater than the premiums earned by insurers. 


Claims comprise claims made during the year, plus the estimated amount of outstanding claims at the end of the year, less the 
estimated amount of outstanding claims at the beginning of the year. Salvage and other amounts recoverable have been deducted. 


Contributions to Fire Brigades, Commission Agents’ Charges and Expenses of Management represont mainly charges paid 
during the year. 


Taxation represents mainly payments made during the year and includes Income Tax, Pay-roll Tax, Licence Fees, Stamp 
Duty (where paid by the company) etc. Income Tax paid during the year is based on the income of earlier years. 


LIFE INSURANCE 


The information presented in this Bulletin has been compiled from returns of Insurance Companies operating in Tasmania for 
the financial years which ended during the year stated. 


GOVERNMENT, LOCAL GOVERNMENT AND SEMI-GOVERNMENT PENSION AND 
SUPERANNUATION SCHEMES 


This section contains information on the income and expenditure, assets and liabilities, and membership of the State Public 
Service, local and semi-government pension and superannuation schemes, the State Parliamentary Pension and Superannuation 
Scheme and Miners’ Pension Fund scheme. The information does not relate to uniform periods, but to the financial years of the 
schemes which ended in the year shown. 


The State Government and many local and semi-government authorities have established pension and superannuation schemes 
for eligible employees, to which both the employer and employee contribute. There are two main types of schemes: those operated 
through separately constituted funds and schemes operated through life insurance offices. 


Details are provided for the combined operations of the following separately constituted funds. (1) State Superannuation Fund, 
(2) State Teachers’ Superannuation Fund, (3) Police Provident Fund, (4) Metropolitan Transport Trust—Retiring Allowance and 
Staff Pensions Fund, (5) Marine Boards—Independent Schemes, (6) University of Tasmania—Staff Superannuation, Invalidity 
Pension and Supplementary Pension Schemes. Details are also provided for the combined operations of local government and State 
semi-government authorities which operate schemes through life insurance offices. 


A pension and superannuation scheme has been established for members of the State Parliament. This scheme operates through 
a fund to which the members of Parliament and the State Government contribute. 


The Miners’ Pension Fund was established to provide for pensions to miners upon retirement or when incapacitated by injury, 
etc. Contributions to the fund are made by the State Government, mine owners and miners. 


PERMANENT BUILDING SOCIETIES 


The Societies, which are registered under the Building Societies Act 1876 as amended, are both savings and deposit receiving 
institutions which advance funds for home building against the security of first mortgages. Those who invest by taking shares or 
making deposits are in a separate category from those who borrow to build a home. In other words applicants for loans need not be 
a member of, or a depositor with the society. 


CO-OPERATIVE HOUSING SOCIETIES 


These are also known as Terminating Housing Societies and are registered under the Co-operative Housing Societies Act 1963. 
3y their rules, they are to terminate at a fixed date, or when a result specified in their rules is attained. The societies are of two types: 

(i) Those societies which are financed through the Home Builders’ Fund and which receive Commonwealth-State Housing 
Loans periodically through the Agricultural Bank as Trustee of the Home Builders’ Fund. 


(ii) Those societies which are financed through private lenders such as banks and insurance companies. 


CO-OPERATIVE CREDIT SOCIETIES 


The co-operative credit societies, commonly known as ‘Credit Unions’, are registered under the Co-operative Industrial 
Societies Act 1928 as amended. Mombers contribute capital by taking out shares and making interest bearing deposits; loans are made 
to members, repayment being by regular instalments. 


CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES 


The information contained in this bulletin relates to co-operative societies registered under the Co-operative Industrial Societies 
Act 1928 as amended. It docs not include information on co-operative societies registered under the Companics Act. In the tables 
in this bulletin the term ‘operating’ is used to describe transactions concerned with processing and sale of goods, and ‘non-operating’ 
to describe earnings from commissions, discounts, ete. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES AND UNITED FRIENDLY SOCIETIES DISPENSARIES 


Both Ordinary and Spocial Friendly Societies in Tasmania are rogisterod under the Friendly Societies Act 1888 as 
amended. Ordinary societies provide customary sick and funeral benefits and are subject to actuarial valuation. Spevial Societies 
limit their membership to employees of industrial parent organisations and are not subject to actuarial valuation. 


INSTALMENT CREDIT FOR RETAIL SALES 


The statistics cover operations of all types of instalment credit schemes which rolate primarily to the financing of retail sales of 
goods, whether the credit is advanced by a retail business or by a non-retail finance business. In general, the term ‘instalment credit’ 
is defined as relating to schemes in which repayment is made by regular pre-determined instalments. Types of schemes covered 
include hire purchase, time payment, budget account and personal loan schemes which relate primarily to financing of retail sales of 
goods. In these statistics the term ‘retail sales’ relates not only to retail sales by retail establishments coming within the scope of 
the Censuses of Retail Establishments conducted periodically by the Bureau, but includes also other sales of goods to final purchasers 
(e.g. Plant and Machinery). 


Figures for amounts financed exclude intorest, hiring charges, insurance, etc. Figures for balances outstanding and collections 
include interest, hiring charges, insurance, ete. Details are not available of these charges or of other items (e.g. rebates for early 
payments, late payment charges, bad debts written off) which affect the reconciliation of amounts financed, collections and balances 
outstanding . 


FINANCE COMPANIES 


‘Winance Companies’ comprise one of a number of classos of financial institutions. They are defined as companies which are 
engaged mainly in providing to the general public, credit facilities of the following types: 


Hire purchase and other instalment credit for retail sales. 
Wholesale hire purchase. 
Other consumer and commercial loans and factoring. 


The term ‘factoring’ is used by Finance Companies in different sensos, but in those statistics it is applied to the category com- 
prising loans on the security of ‘trade’ debts (i.e. debts due to businesses for goods and services supplied to other businesses for use 
in their business or for resale), trade debts purchased, and inventory finance (i.e. finance for trading stocks, other than that included 
under wholesale hire purchase). While there is little uniformity in the terminology used by Finance Companies, it is fairly common 
for Finance Companies to group these types of transactions as a separate category in their accounts.

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1. EDUCATION 
STRUCTURE OF GOVERNMENT EDUCATION SYSTEM IN TASMANIA, 1966 


GENERAL 


Education is free, secular and compulsory from the child’s sixth to sixteenth birthday; all 
children therefore receive some secondary-level education. The levels of education available are: 
(i) sub-primary; (ii) primary; (iii) secondary; (iv) tertiary. 


LEVELS OF SCHOOL EDUCATION 


Sub-Primary: Pre-schools for children 34 to 54 years exist in many centres. Although parents 
have some responsibility for helping meet the initial capital cost, teachers are paid by the Education 
Department which heavily subsidises other running costs. The Department also provides kinder- 
gartens in the larger primary schools for children below the compulsory attendance age. 


Primary: A full primary education requires a child to pass through six grades, the mean age of 
those finishing 6th grade being 11 years 11 months. Schools providing education at primary level 
are classified as: (i) primary; (ii) primary with secondary grades; (iii) area schools; (iv) district 
schools. In the case of all but the first category, primary and secondary grades exist within the one 
school. 


Secondary: The secondary level of education may be based on a three-year, four-year or five- 
year course, depending on the final certificate set as the objective (see Secondary Courses below). 
Schools providing secondary education are: (i) primary with secondary grades; (ii) area schools; 
(iii) district schools; (iv) high schools; (v) matriculation colleges. Entry to high schools is on a 
non-selective basis except where a choice has to be made, e.g. between a high school and an area 
school; in such cases, a transfer committee makes the decision. With two exceptions all schools are 
co-educational. 


Special: Special schools and special classes are provided for the education of physically handi- 
capped and mentally retarded children at sub-primary, primary and secondary school ages. In 
addition, correspondence education is provided for pupils at all levels unable to attend school. ‘Adult’ 
correspondence school pupils, i.e. persons in the work force taking one or more subjects by correspond- 
ence, are excluded from the tables in this publication. 


SECONDARY COURSES 


(i) Secondary Schools Certificate: The three-year course leading to this certificate may be 
undertaken at all types of secondary school; it is awarded on the basis of internal examination, and 
the emphasis is practical rather than academic. 


(ii) Schools Board Certificate: The four-year course leading to this certificate may be under- 
taken at high schools, district schools and some area schools. Some schools have power to recommend 
award of the certificate on internal accrediting; pupils of other schools sit for external examinations. 


(iii) Matriculation: After four years of secondary education, pupils may proceed to the Hobart 
or Launceston matriculation colleges, or to matriculation classes at Burnie or Devonport high schools. 
Matriculation may be attempted at the fifth year of the secondary course, or spread over the fifth 
and sixth year (the subjects passed in the student’s first year may be added to those passed in the 
second year). 


TERTIARY EDUCATION 


The principal forms of tertiary education are: 

University: The University of Tasmania relies, in the main, on the Tasmanian and Common- 
wealth governments for ordinary revenue and for capital for its building programme. Degree and 
post-graduate courses are available in the principal faculties. 


Technical: Technical colleges and technical classes provide trade, technician, professional, 
commercial and other courses in major population centres. The Education Department is responsible 
for technical education. 


Teacher Training: Some teachers are trained at the University whilst others take two or three- 
year courses at teachers’ colleges directly administered by the Education Department.
